Oscar H. Olson tendered his resignation as superintendent of 
the Menlo Park School District Tuesday night. He told the school 
board that he has accepted the position of director of recreation 
and child guidance for San Mateo County and will serve under 
Pansy Abbott, county superintendent of schools, 

Olson will take over his new duties on July 1. 

The Menlo Park School Board accepted his resignation with 
regret, but declared that it did not want to stand in the way of 
his advancement. 

In his new post, Olson will work with children who are having 
difficulty with their schoolwork and will help local school dist— 
ricts develop their recreational programs. 

Olson said that this is the type of work in which he is “vitally 
interested—youth and recreation.” 

In announcing his acceptance, Miss Abbott said she is “decided- 
ly” glad to get Olson. 

“He is a fine person and especially well fitted for this type 
of work, as he has worked a lot with boys and girls.” 

She explained that Olson is one of four men who are being 
added to her staff in line with an increase voted under Proposi- 
tion 3, in November's election. 


Olson will end nine years of service to Menlo Park School Dist- 


rict when he leaves. 


“l’ve enjoyed it,” he commented. 


“I’ve made many friends. 


Menlo Park is a fine city. It has a swell board. I think we have 


improved the school district.

Contract for work on the Santa 
Cruz Ave. improvement project was 
awarded by the City Council Tues— 
day night to L. C. Smith, of San 
Mateo, low bidder, who offered to 
do the job for $99,786.64. 

The council awarded the bid up- 
on the recommendation of Ed Smith, 
city engineer, who said the low bid- 
der was as reliable a contractor as 
any of the five who offered to do 
the job. 

Smith’s bid was above the prior 
estimate of the cost of the project, 
and a reassessment is necessary. 
:The council set a hearing on the 
reassessment for May 27 at 8 p.m. 
at the City Hall. 


Application by the city to use its 
share of the state “Christmas Tree” 
fund for the project was rejected by 
the State Allocation Board last 
week. By law, the funds must be 
used for sewer projects first and 
street improvements second 


Menlo Park based its claim for 
use of the funds for the Santa Cruz 
Ave. project on the basis that the 
city has no responsibility for its 
sewers. However, the Allocation 
Board ruled that the sewer priority 
is not affected by responsibilities of 
local bodies. 

The council decided to hold on- 
to its share of the state funds 
until a “feasible project” comes 
along for which it can be used. 
Councilmen said they want to see 
the entire amount spent for the 
benefit of Menlo Park citizens. 

This decision was made after the 
council received a letter from the 
Menlo Park Sanitary Board, asking 
it to turn over its state funds to the 
sanitary district. The money, pre— 
sumably, would be used for the san- 
itary disposal plant the sanitary 
board soon must build.

Menlo Ave. Project 
Will Proceed; Small 
Protest Received 


The Menlo Ave._University Drive 
improvement project got over its 
first hurdle Tuesday night when the 
City Council voted to proceed aft- 
er a protest of only seven per cent 
of the property owners involved was 
received. 

The council! will announce the 
date of the formal protest meeting 
at its next meeting, May 27. Prop- 
erty owners will be notified by mail. 
All protests will have to be in writ— 
ing. 

The seven per cent protest was 
spread over the entire improvement 
district, and there wasn’t near a 50 
per cent protest in any one block. 
A 50 per cent protest was necessary 
to halt the project. 

Property owners who protested, in 
writing or orally, declared that the 
price of paving and installing side— 
walks and curbs is at a peak right 
now and they urged a wait for two 
or three years until costs come 
down. 

Property owners who favored the 
project asserted that if the project 
is delayed, it wil be postponed in- 
definitely, and added that incomes 
are high now as well as prices. 

Ed Smith, city engineer, in reply 
to a question by council members, 
said that if the project had been 
started before the war the property 
owners who would have to pay $350 
now would have had to pay $250 
then. He remarked, however, that 
paving prices commonly ‘lag behind 
other prices when the tendency is 
toward a decrease ag well as when 
it is toward an increase.

Going Upstairs 


Once when I was a boy, I started pulling an even younger boy’s 
hair. Where I got the mean streak, I don’t know. I guess I did 
it because he cried and ran home from school, bawling, “Mama! 
Mama!” i 

His mother took the situation in hand and made a very wise 
decision. Instead of complaining to the principal or to my par- 
ents, she came direct to me. Cornering me so that I couldn’t 
get to class without passing her, she explained to me that her 
son suffered violent vomiting spells every time I yanked on his 
curls. 

That cured me, better than ten spankings could have. The ap- 
peal was made through my intelligence, rather than through 
punishment, 

Likewise, many people will agree that our present system of 
punishment for criminals is, at best, a make-shift arrangement. 
It isn’t the answer. 

One answer is to stop men from becoming criminals, and the 
time to do it is when they are young. Boys and girls who don’t 
dc well in school or don’t have enough wholesome recreation to 
occupy their time are potential juvenile delinquents, ‘The juvenile 
delinquents are potential criminals. 

Oscar Olson, Menlo Park superintendents of schools, is leaving 
to go into work that will offset the flow of young people into 
criminal trails, as county director of child welfare and recrea— 
tion. 

Whitn news of Mr. Olson’s resignation was announced, it seem— 

ed a tragedy. But, on further thought, it appears as a fine 
thing. For his influence will be county-wide instead of chiefly 
Menlo Park-wide. And we can be proud that he “comes from 
Menlo Park.”

President Truman, by sheer merit 
and the courage of common-sense 
convictions, won a grudging admira— 
tion from Americans. They forgot 
he is a small man with no apprec— 
iable eloquence. One after another 
he piled up a record of fair dealing 
and good judgment in the White 
House, which no one could deny. 
The graph of his popularity rose 
steadily; is rising still. 

Meanwhile a Republican Senate 
and House argued, postponed and 
vaccilated while important measures 
needed passage. A few really great 
Republican leaders could not stem 
the tide of inefficiency, uncertainty 
and special interest which every day 
became more apvarent. The Re- 
publican graph which had ascended 
so sharply began to dip again at an 
even more acute angle. 

In California, Governor Warren, 
who had wisely declined the vice- 
presidential nomination in 1944, kept 
on making a name for himself. He 
is a good, honest governor. He 
stands more than six feet high. He 
can talk and hold crowds. He knows 
what he wants and goes after it ef- 
ficiently, determinedly, successfully. 
He is the one picturesque, dramatic, 
politically proven figure Republicans 
can put in the field. I believe the 
convention will nominate him for 
the 1948 presidential race. 


Whether he wins or loses depends 
considerably on Congress in the next 
few months. If Republican major- 
ities in the Senate and House do 
more to justify the confidence of 
voters who elected them, there is 
still time to wipe out a bad early 
record. If not I think Truman, who 


is almost certain to be nominated, 


will be re-elected. Should anyone 
less appealing than Warren oppose 
him, I don’t see how he can lose.

The problem is not one of traffic 
control alone however. It involves 
individual and property rights and 
people are apt to be touchy about 
undue interference with these basic 
rights. Also the reckless motorist 
cannot legally shift his own liability, 
in toto, upon to the adjacent prop- 
erty owner. 

The general policy in other cities 
is to preserve and enhance natural 
growth beauty while providing rea— 
sonable traffic hazard control made 
effective by persuasion and co—oper— 
ation rather than by compulsion of 
the ordinances. 

Palo Alto has a fair ordinance 
and its administration is conducted 
tactfully, (see Art. 31, Secs. 3101- 
3140, No, 4 Code, City of Palo Alto).
